The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the limitation "wherein said 
first and second hands-off tests comprise a sampling of the input parameter signal, a 
duration of said sampling in said first hands-off test being greater than a duration of said

sampling in said second liands-off test" in combination witli tine rest of tfie claimed 
limitations, which is not found singularly or in combination within the prior art. 

The closest prior art references (Casebolt and Engle) disclose of having a hands- 
off testing and sampling an input signal to detect a hand-off condition, however, the 
reference fail to teach that the sampling duration when the cursor is in motion is greater 
that the sampling duration when a cursor is not in motion. The reference teach that 
when the cursor is in motion that the sampling is faster than the sampling when the 
cursor is not in motion, which is opposite to the claimed limitation that requires the 
sampling to be slower when the cursor is in motion.
